The  University  of  Utah’s  pow- 
er laden  track  and  field  squad 
brushed  aside  all  competition  last 
Saturday  night  as  they  swept  to 
victory  in  the  Western  Division 
cinder  fest  on  the  local  track. 

Piling  up  a total  of  72  points, 
the  Utes  were  never  pressed  by 
the  second  place  Aggies  from 
Utah  State,  who  garnered  53  mar- 
kers. Brigham  Young  University 
pulled  up  the  rear  in  the  tri- 
angular meet  with  38  points. 

BYU’s  hopes  for  making  the 
meet  a lot  closer  were  lost  last 
week  when  Walt  Steffensen,  ace 
distance  man  for  the  Cougars, 
was  given  doctors  orders  to  put 
a halt  on  his  running  activities 
this  season.  Steffensen  was  al- 
most assured  of  a double  victory 
in  the  mile  and  two  mile  event. 

Dave  Chadwick  topped  all 
Cat  point  getters  and  was 
one  of  the  meet’s  double  win- 
ners. Hardworking  Chadwick 
churned  out  a 10  flat  win  in 
the  100,  and  came  back  a little 
later  to  cop  the  220  in  21.7. 
BYU’s  Lee  Nichols  grabbed  a 
tie  for  second  in  the  century 
and  was  third  in  the  220. 

The  Cougar’s  only  other  indiv- 
idual first  came  on  Harold  Nor- 
ton’s 185  foot  5 inch  toss  of  the 
javelin.  The  local  relay  team, 
composed  of  Nichols,  Deloy  Joll- 
ey, Maitland  Spencer  and  Lee 
Bartlett,  literally  ran  away  with 
the  baton  passing  event. 

Bill  Wolfersheim  of  the  U was 
pushed  to  a 49.4  victory  in  the 
440  by  the  Y’s  Bartlett,  who  came 
up  from  sixth  place  to  chase 
Wolfersheim  right  down  to  the 
tape.  In  what  was  almost  a three- 
way  dead  heat,  Tom  Howells 
garnered  a third  in  the  half-mile 
for  the  Cougars. 

Russell  Hillman  came  through 
for  Coach  Clarence  Robison’s 
crew  Saturday  night  with  third 
places  in  both  the  high  jump  and 
high  hurdles.  George  McWhorter 
with  a third  in  the  shot  put,  Neal 


Roberts  with  a tie  for  third  in  the 
pole  vault,  and  Chuck  Lloyd  with 
a fourth  in  the  two-mile  polished 
off  the  BYU  scoring. 

Utah’s  predominance  of 
seconds,  thirds,  and  fourths 
paid  off  for  the  Utes  in  winn- 
ing Saturday  night.  The  Utes 
had  only  five  firsts  to  seven 
for  the  Aggies,  and  four  for 
the  Cats,  but  depth  in  all 
events  was  the  winning  fact- 
or for  the  Salt  Lakers.

Western  division  track  teams  are  journeying  to  the  eastern  side 
of  the  Rockies  this  weekend  for  the  final  tete-a-tete  in  Skyline  Six 
cinder  competition.  Denver  University,  winner  of  the  eastern  divis- 
ion, is  probably  rated  as  the  team  to  beat,  with  the  Utah  schools 
scheduled  for  a backseat.  Track  meets  are  hard  things  to  call, 
especially  when  six  schools  are  involved,  so  it  would  be  foolish 
to  come  out  with  the  bold  statement  that  the  University  of  Utah 
might  come  out  in  front  of  the  Pioneers,  but  watch  for  the  Utes, 
Aggies,  and  Cougars  to  come  home  with  more  than  half  of  the  blue 
ribbons. 

In  most  events  eastern  division  times  and  marks  were  no  better 
not  as  good  as  those  recorded  on  the  BYU  track  Saturday  night. 
It  also  has  to  be  taken  into  account  that  the  local  runners  were  per- 
forming in  the  cold  night  air  for  the  first  time  this  season. 

If  Denver  does  come  through  with  a conference  track  title  this 
weekend,  it  will  be  probably  due  to  the  efforts  of  a virtual  one  man 
track  and  field  squad.  Denver’s  Jerome  Biffle  is  about  as  versatile 
a performer  as  this  conference  has  seen  in  some  time.  Biffle  runs 
both  dashes,  high  jinhps,  and  broad  jumps,  and  in  the  eastern  division 
meet  he  won  all  four  events.  'His  specialty  is  the  broad  jump 
where  he  has  hit  over  25  feet  and  currently  holds  one  of  the  be^t 
marks  in  the  U.S.  this  year.  Biffle  should  capture  all  four  of  his 
events  in  the  conference  meet  unless  Dan  Lindsay  of  the  A.  C.  can 
hoist  his  frame  over  the  high  jump  bar  at  six  feet  three  inches 
or  better,  or  Dave  Chadwick  recovers  from  a pulled  leg  muscle 
sufficiently  to  run  the  sprints  as  he  is  capable  of  doing. 

TENNIS  TAPS 

Not  too  much  more  can  be  said  about  the  fine  performances 
turned  by  BYU’s  Dick  Moody  and  Dick  Brower  during  the  1950 
tennis  season.  Moody  won  his  second  straight  western  division 
singles  championship  by  beating  Brower  in  three  sets.  Brower,  in- 
cidentally, was  runner-up  to  Moody  last  year.  The  two  BYU  rac- 
quet aces  then  combined,  again  for  the  second  straight  year,  to 
capture  the  doubles  championship. 

Coach  Buck  Dixon  has  had  two  successively  good  years,  and 
next  season  promises  to  be  just  as  good  if  not  better.  A group  of 
frosh  stars  along  with  the  return  of  Moody,  Bob  Kirkpatrick,  and 
LaMar  Rawlings  should  go  a long  way  towards  preserving  Coach 
Dixon’s  calm  and  composed  nature  next  season. 

BRIEFS  AND  SHORTS  . 

Clayne  Jensen,  sophomore  hurdle  ace  from  Utah,  must  be  taking 
some  kind  of  a math  course  at  the  Salt  Lake  school,  or  at  least  he’s 
been  taught  the  geometric  rule  about  a straight  line  being  the 
shortest  distance  between  two  points.  Reason:  Hurdles  were  flying 
in  all  directions  at  the  division  meet  Saturday  night,  and  Mr.  Jensen, 
winner  of  both  timber  events,  was  knocking  most  of  them  down. 
It  was  almost  a repeat  performance  of  the  BYU-Utah  dual  meet 
here  earlier  in  the  year.  At  that  time  Jensen  toppled  hurdles  right 
and  left  and  even  threw  a shoe  in  the  process,  but  still  went  on  to 
win  the  race.  ... 

One  of  the  Salt  Lake  brothers  connected  with  sports  writing 
feels  that  nocturnal  track  meets,  particularly  the  one  Saturday  night, 


aren’t  ready  fort  his  conference.  We’d  like  to  disagree  a little,  even 
to  the  point  of  saying  that  night  meets  are  superior  to  the  hot  after  - 
noon affairs.  Given  a good  warm  night  and  the  meet  held  unde 
the  lights  is  better  for  the  spectator  and  just  about  as  good  for  the 
participants.  It  may  take  a little  longer  to  warm  up  in  the  evening, 
but  many  athletes  prefer  night  running  to  the  day  time  variety.
